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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The Amendment after Non-Final Rejection filed 04/29/2009 has been received and made of 
record. Claims 21-24, 27-28, 30, 32-35, and 37-38 are pending in the application. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings were received on 06/1 5/2007. These drawings which include Figs 6A-6B are 
replacing the original sheet including Figs 6A-6B. These drawings are accepted and made of 
record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 21-24, 32-35 and 38 are previously allowed. 

4. Claims 27-28, 30 and 37 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to independent claim 27, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an apparatus for 
use with a portable electronic device, the apparatus comprising: a body having comprising an 
exterior surface, a first end, and a second end opposite the first end, wherein the first end and 
the second end are configured to be electrically coupled to the portable electronic device, and 
the body has an interior region formed therein, wherein the exterior surface has at least one 
audio port and an opening formed therein; wherein the first end and second end are 
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configured to positionally and rotatably fix the apparatus, and in combination with other 
elements. 

As to independent claim 30, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an apparatus for 
use with a portable electronic device, the apparatus comprising: a housing comprising 
exterior walls defining an exterior surface, a first set of interior walls defining a first 
chamber, a second set of interior walls defining a second chamber, a first end, and a second 
end opposite the first end, wherein the first end and the second end are configured to be 
electrically coupled to the portable electronic device, and the exterior surface has a first audio 
port, a second audio port, and an opening formed therein; wherein the first end and second 
end are configured to positionally and rotatably fix the housing with the portable electronic 
device, and in combination with other elements. 

As to independent claim 37, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an apparatus 
comprising: means for housing the means for generating sound and the means for capturing 
images and for resonating sound generated by the means for generating sound wherein the 
means for housing comprises a first end and a second end opposite the first end, wherein the 
first end and the second end are configured to be electrically coupled to the portable 
electronic device; and means for positionally and rotationally fixing the apparatus within the 
portable electronic device via the first end and the second end, and in combination with other 
elements. 

As to claim 28, this claim is dependent upon allowable claim 27 and is thus also 
considered allowable over the prior art.
